THE RIO REBELLION. 


Tue following despatches have been received 
from Rear Admiral Benham dated Rio, March 13: 

“ Herbert, Washington: 

** Notice bas been given by Peixoto’s government 
that the bombardment of the insurgent ships and 
forts will commence at noon to-day. [Insurgent Ad- 
miral reported to have, taken refuge on board of 
Portuguese man-of-war ; on inquiry I find he is not 
or board yet.”’ 

“ Gresham, Washington: 

“The torts loyal to the government commenced 
firing on insurgents to-day at noon. The insurgents 
have not returned the fire. The government bas re- 
fused the terms of capitulation offered by Da Gama, 
and answered that it will commence firing from the 
city batteries at three o’clock tbis afternoon. The 
city of Rio is practically deserted.” 

Tbe surrender of Da Gama and his fleet to the 
Brazilian Government is the source of great gratifi- 
tion to the Navy Department, which not only bas 
some ships at its disposal, but saves the great ex- 
pense attending the service in Brazilian waters. The 
cablegrams alone have cost thousands of dollars, 
while coal, supplies and stores bave been enormous- 
ly bigh. Every officer on the tieet is believed to 
have spent a large part of his salary for meses bills 
alone on account of the exorbitant prices charged 
for everything at Rio since the outbreak of the re- 
volution. The:Department has felt the greatest 
concern for tte health of the officers and crews, and 
but for the exercise of unusual care it is believed 
yellow fever would nave appeared on all the ships. 

CHRISTOPHER FuRNEss, M. C., has requested the 
British Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs to in- 
struct Capt. John Pipon, senior offiver of the British 
fleet at Rio, to assist in the removal of yellow fever 
pees from the infected port. Mr. Furness based 

ie letter to Lord Kimberly on the following tele- 
gram from the macters of British ships at Rio. 
“The American Navy is rendering the necessary as- 
sistance in landing the sick and supplying us with 
water. Our pavy refuses to grant us such assist- 
ance. Can you doanythbing in our behalf? Mortal- 
ity terrible. Only bospital available is ten miles 
from anchorage.” Mr. Furness was unsparing in 
bis denunciation of the conduct of the British naval 
Officers at Rio auring the last three montbs.

PERSONNEL OF THE NAVY. 


THe third session of the joint sub-committee on 
the personnel of the Navy was beld in the room of 
the Senare Committee on Naval Affairs last Satur- 
day. It was devoted to hearing representatives of 
the steff corps. Chief Nava! Constructor Hicbborn 
war the first officer beard. He read a letter that be 
had sent to the Secretary of the Navy, which em 
bodied bis views as to what oughtto be done for 
the Construction Corps. It recommended the limi- 
tation of the number of naval constructors to 20, 
of wbom five sbould have tbe relative rank of cap- 
tain, five the relative rank of commander, and ten 
the relative rank of lieutenant commander or lieu- 
tenant, according to dates of precedence; the limi- 
tation of tbe number of assistant naval constructors 
to 30, who sball bave the relative rank of lieutenant 
or lieutenant, junior grade, according to dates of 
precedence. He advocated the gradual increase of 
the corps up tothe limits fixed, and for gradual pro- 
motions by requiring at least six years’ service as 
aesistant before promotion to constructor, and lim- 
iting the number of appointments as assistant con- 
structors to three each year until the limit of the 
corps should be reached. 

In answer to questions from members of the joint 
committee Mr. Hichborn said the, increase in the 
pumber of men asked for would be absolutely ne- 
cessary inorder to maintain the efficiency of the 
corps and enable it to perform all of the duties de- 
volving upon tt. He said that the present numbers 
were too small,and that officers were frequently 
compelled to travel bundredsof miles for special 
duties, tuking them away from their regular duties, 
because there were po other officers of the corps 
available. He advocated the detailing of construc- 
tors for much of the inspection work that is now 
done by line officers. He submitted tables showing 
the pumber of men in the construction corps of 
England, France, Russia and Italy. 

Paymr. Gen. Stewart appeared for the Pay Corps. 
He said the pay corps would be satisfied to be left 
alove. If, however, there was to be any legislation 
affecting the corps he would like to be heard. He 
said that if the number of ships in commission 
sbould be increased materially it would be neces- 
sary to have an increase in the number of officers in 
the cosps, but that would not be neressary at pres- 
ent. In answer to a question from Se ator Hale as 
to whether it would do to abolish the pay corps, 
Paymr. Ger, Stewart replied: “Notif vou want a 
continuance of strict accountability of Government 
property. We are approaching or nearing every 
day 8 stricter accountability than ever before, and 
the moment youdo away with the pay corps and 
allow that duty to be perfermed by people who 
bave no special interest in that particular branch 
of the Service I think the Service will suffar. I see 
no objection to filling vacancies in the pay corps, as 
they occur, from graduates of the Nava! Academy. 
if you choose, but when a man goes into the pay 
corps he should be a paymaster and nota line offi- 
cer.” 

In the absence of the Surgeon-General, Medical 
Director Gorgas appeared for the Medical Corps. 
He asked for a hearing at a future time for the Sur- 
geon-General, and submitted a bill which the Sur- 
geon-General had drawn up, and which bas been 
previousiv prioted in the JourgnaL, proyidiog fora 
reorganization of the Medicai Corps. 

Enegr.-in-Chief Melville appeared for the Engineer 
Corps. He sub-uitted a statement under five differ- 
ent heads, Toe first dealt with the importance of in- 
creasing the number of officers in the Corps. The 
second urged the conferriog of actual rank upon 
officers of the Corps instead of the relative rank 
they now have. The third urged the nevessi'y of 
making provision by law for the examination of 
chief engineers when adyanced from one grade to 
another. Tbe fourth dealt with the necessity for 
the legal definition of the duties cf the Bureau of 
Steam Eogineering, and the fifth with the desirabil- 
ity of providing for the detail of ao officer of the 
Corps as Assistant Chief of the Bureau. The exam- 
ination of Eogr.-in-Chief Melville was very long and 
be went very fully into the reasons ior urging an in 
crease in the number of officers in his Corps from 
191—the present number—to 300—tbe number that 
he estimates will be necessary if the present pro 
gramme of construction is to be carried out and 
enough engineers are to be provided to pruperly 
man the ships. .

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


ADMIRAL BENHAM reports that the yellow fever 
has been eradicated from the Newark and the sbip 
bas been released from quarantine. ‘It is not at all 
likely, howeyer, that she will return to Rio, except 
ip some ereat emergency. 

Reports from the Mare Island Navy Yard do not 
give very flattering accounts of the condition of 
the Boston, pow under repairs at that station. The 
shafting 18 said to be badly scored, and the condi- 
tion of tbe boilers is said to be very bad. A com- 
plete retubing isin progres:,and it will be some 
time before the ship is ready for re commissioning. 

SEVERAL mishaps to battleships having occurred 
througb the inefficiency at critical moments of the 
steam steering gear, a circular issued by the British 
Admira:ity directs that the steam steering en- 
gipe and its controlling gear, and all telegraphs and 
steering sbafting, are to be examined personally 
once a week by the engineer officer of the ship and 
the result of the examination to be recorded in the 
engipe-room register. A similar examination is to 
be made on all occasions before getting under way. 

THE Commission of [nquiry which is investigat- 
ing the allegationsof inefficiency against the French 
Navy and the charges that the French coast de- 
fences are inadequate bas succeeded in obtaining a 
great deal of evidence sustaining the charges, which 
were, in effect, tbat the war vessels of France were 
practically useless as epgines of war, and the coast 
defences so weak #s to leave the country border 
ing the sea at the mercy of any first class naval 
power. 

THE records and finding of the Court of loquiry 
as to the responsibility and the conditions atrend- 
ing the wreck of the Kearsarge on Roncador Reef, 
were banded toSecretary Herbdert March 13. Lt is 
the impression among naval officers thatic will re- 
sult in @ court-martial. All the officers on board 
the ill fated craft at the time sbestruck on Ronca- 
dor reef bave been detailed with the exception of 
her commander, Comdr, Oscar F. Heyerman, and 
the navigating officer, Lt. Comdr. C. W. Lyman. 

THE Equipment Office of the Washington Navy- 
yard is eugaged in preparing a new codeof night 
signals for the Navy. Experiments have been going 
on for some weeks past to this end, but satisfactory 
results haye not yet been obtained. They will be 
continued, however, until a code is arranged which 
will be submitted to the Navy Department for its 
approval. It 1s understood toat a number of changes 
has been made in the existing code, but as no report 
of the work bas been received at the Department it 
is impossible to fiad out what they are. 

THE Boston Towboat Company’s steamer Orion, 
whicn is to go to Roncador R-ef to attempt to raise 
the U.S. S. Keargarge, sailed from Boston, March 
13, for Newport News, Va. Lieut. C. T. Force 
U. 8S. N., who represents the Government, will! join 
the vessel at Newport News. The Orion is expected 
to make thetrip from that portto Roncador Reef 
in ten days. Capt. A. Brown, of the steamea Eliiott, 
which arrived at Savannah, March Il, reports be 
passed within four or five miles of the wreck on Feb. 
27, and saw thru ugh his glasses, nothing but the hull. 


M. Emm GAUTIER, & Frenchman of scientific re- 
putativn, quoting tbe opinion of M. Re’sal, “a man 
whose word is law at the Academie des Sciences in 
matters of applied mechanics,”’ asserts that the sta- 
bility of platform is obtained in neavily armored 
ships at the expense of statical stability ; and, fur- 
ther, that tbis so called statical stability is itself 
subject to error, owing to a traditional scientific 
fauit—‘tan overlooked mathematical error on 
which ali the calculations of constructors have beea 
erroneously based" (“une erreur mathematique in- 
apercue sur laquelle se. baseraient a tort tous les 
caleuls des ing+nieurs.”) Noticing tois statement 
in Le Moniteur de La Flotte, M. Marc Landry pro- 
pOses fo substituise for the present turrets disap- 
pearing turrets. Tnis would ensure stability in or- 
dinary times of peace and subject a vessel to the risk 
of carrying too much weight aloft only on the rare 
occasion of battle. Asa ship's heavy guns can only 
be fought in tolerabiy fine weather, the risk of a 
ship fitted with disappearing turrets capsizing in 
action would be even jess than that incurred by an 
ordinary barbette ship, while her chaaces of escape 
from such a catastrophe after the termination of 
the action would be greater.

THE election of a civilian President for Brazil in 
place of the soldier, Peixoto, the declaration by 
Admiral De Gama of sympathy with the empire, 
and finally the increase of the naval strength of 
Brazil have combined to take the heart out of the 
rebellion. The final break down came on Tuesday 
when the loyal Government forts in the harbor of 
Rio—Santa Oruz, Lage, Sao Joao—opened fire on 
the rebel fleet. The insurgents refused to accept 
battle and their ships sought protection by sailing 
bet ween the merchant vessels in the harbor. 

Fort Villegagnon was the first to succumb, and 
this was followed in order by Ihla das Cobras and 
the fleet. The Government ships moved into line 
and cleared for action, but were not req uired to 
fire a shot. Those who have been waiting to see a 
test of the pneumatic dynamite gun are to this ex- 
tent disappointed. The officers of the insurgent 
ships surrendered and will be tried by Oourt-mar- 
tial. Admiral De Gama is to be excepted, as he 
abandoned bis ship and took refuge on a foreign 
man of war. - Admiral Mello, who was in the 
South, is reported to have escaped to Montevideo. 
The Aquidaban and Republica are reported to be 
in South Brazilian waters, both disabled. The 
guerilla warfare in the South may continue, but 
witbout hope of success. Peixoto has certainly 
managed with great skill, and the loss of life and 
property in this contest has been comparatively 
trifling. The firm stand taken by Admiral Ben- 
ham has no doubt an important;effeet upon the re- 
sult, The naval representatives of other nations, 
especially England, would appear to have sympa- 
thized with the insurgents. An important result 
of the cessation of hostilities at!Rio will be the re- 
lease of our naval vessels and the breaking up of 
our squadron in Brazilian waters, which we an- 
nounced last week, was in anticipation of peace. 
Our vessels are sorely needed elsewhere, especially 
at Bluefields, where the British seem to be having 





it all their own way. 
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THE ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 


In a French commune, as the story goes, once 
appeared a mountebank ;who announced that he 
was able to raise the dead, and by daily proclama- 
tion of his intention to depopulate the village church- 
yard on a given day and hour, finally succeeded in 
convincing the credulous. Excitement grew apace as 
the fateful day approached, and one by one those 
who had laid their friends to rest in God's acre 
called to intercede with the ‘‘angel of the resur 
rection.” This one had lost a wife he tenderly 
loved, but another had taken her place, and he 
thought that, on the whole, madame the first would 
rest better where she was. If a little’ present to 
Monsieur could induce him to pass her over it 
would be cheerfully forthcoming. Another had 
parted with a parent, inexpressibly dear to him, 
but whose bequests it would be most inconvenient 
to return. And so the turmoil grew, until the au- 
thorities were obliged to interfere to allay the ex- 
citement occasioned by the mere possibility of such 
an upsetting of conditions sanctioned by time 
and usage. Anything was more tolerable than 
that. 

We commend the moral of this tale to Mr. Onth- 
waite in connection with Section 11 of bis bill, H. R. 
6,189, to reorganize the artillery and infantry. We 
believe that the law recognizes what are known as 
‘* statutes of repose,” which are designed to pre- 
vent the disturbance of relations sanctioned by 
time. The argument for and against the applica- 
tion of this principle of repose to existing relations of 
relative rank ought not to be permitted to interfere 
with the passage of a bill so excellent on the whole 
as that introduced by Mr. Outhwaite. The attempt 
to apply the principle declared in Section 11 will 
inevitably set the whole Army by the ears, and the 
controversy should be}ifought out on a separate 
measure, if at all. 

Aside from this feature Mr. Outhwaite’s bill 
seems to be as good a one as we can hope for, es- 
pecially if he should wisely conclude to make the 
number of infantry regiments twenty-one, as he 
suggests may be done. The reorganisation and in- 
crease of the artillery is undoubtedly a crying ne- 
cessity. It has already been postponed too long» 
to the discomfort and injury of this important 
arm, We have not been disposed to favor any 
measure which was a declaration on its face that 
the equally important infantry arm could be spared, 
but the present bill is free from the objection we 
urged against the measure proposed at the opening 
of Congress. While doing justice to the artillery 
it reorganizes the infantry on the lines of modern 
military progress. Let those who might ask for 
more take the good the gods give them, and leave 
the rest to time, refraining from opposing the 
measure simply because it does not give to each all 
that he might reasonably ask for. Itis sufficient 
to know that, aside from the eleventh section, it is 
good as far as it goes, and disturbs as little as pos- 
sible existing rights of promotion. It not only 
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gives to the infantry the three battalion organiva- 
tion but it establishes a precedent for the reorgan- 
ization of all our possible military forces, regular 
and volunteer, on the lines laid down by the new 
Drill Regulations. 

The changes contemplated by the eleventh sec- 
tion of the bill are indicated by the following state- 
ment of the alterations in the relative rank of lieu- 
tenant-colonels and majors of artillery, and lieu- 
tenant-colonels of infantry that will result from it. 
The lieutenant-colonels of artillery will be arranged 
as follows: Bainbridge, Wildrick, Frank, Guen- 
ther, Pennington. Bainbridge gains one file and 
Wildrick two; Frank loses two and Guenther one. 
The majors will rank as follows: Sinclair, Miller, 
Rodgers, Hasbrouck, Rawles, Randolph, Williston, 
Haskin, Smith, Ramsay, Darling, Rodney, Wood- 
ruff. McCrea, and Egan. Sinclair gains three files, 
Randolph, Smith, Ramsay, Da‘ling, Rodney, and 
Woodruff, each two; Hasbrouck and Rawles one; 
Miller, Rodgers, and Haskin, each lose one; Will- 
iston, four; Sinclair, six; McOrea and Egan each 
five. The rearrangement of infantry lieutenant- 
colonels will be as follows:

This is as we interpret the bill, though the sec- 
tion is so loosely drawn that we are not quite sure 
that we understand it. It appears to have been add- 
ed as asort of rider after the bill was completed. 
‘Length of service as a commissioned officer” may 
mean in the regular service, or it may include ser_ 
vice in the volunteers, and as there are periods in 
the records of many officers when they were out of 
service, this adds another complication. We must 
await furtber details before we can fully illustrate 
the working of this law, but it will p!ay havoc in 
the list of infantry captainsif it means what it says, 
The cavalry is not included in the provision, and if 
the agitation is continued we will soon have differ- 
ent laws of promotion for each arm of the Service, 

Further, this section takes no account of the grade 
of first commission. An officer wao was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant on June 18, 1845, 
must be promoted to major under this law before 
the officer who was commissioned captain on June 
19, 1865, if both are captains now.

The Outhwaite bill, therefore, for the artillery 
and infantry, calls for 18,868 enlisted men out of 
the 25,000 allowed by law. This number, together 
with ordnance sergeants, post quartermaster ser- 
geants, commissary sergeants, engineer battalion, 
and enlisted men unattached t> regiments, etc.—in 
all 3,150 men—leaves a balance out of the 25,000 of 
2,982 available for the ten regiments of cavalry. 
Now the law provides that the ten regiments of 
cavalry shall consist of 1,650 non-commissioned 
officers, etc., exclusive of privates. This leaves 
1,882 privates for one hundred and twenty troops 
of cavalry, or, in other words, about twelve pri 
vates to each troop. 








GENERAL O. OU. HOWARD may now accept the de- 
coration of the Loyal Legion of France offered him 
some time ago, as President Cleveland has approved 
the joint resolution giving him thls permission. 


CHANGES OF STATION. 


THERE are at present four regiments which may 
be given orders to move this spring if the transpor 
tation fund will allow,{the Fifteenth, Seventeenth, 
Twentietb, and Twenty-fourth. There is little 
doubt about an exchange between the Fifteenth 
and Seventeenth, but there is still some question 
about the Twentieth and Twenty-fourth. Whether 
they will be transferred ‘to some other section of 
the country bas not yet been finally settled. The 
Fifteenth will not be moved, however, until Lieu- 
tenant Maney’s trial for the killing of Captain Hed- 
berg is concluded. A transfer of this regiment at 
the present time might be interpreted as an expres- 
sion of opinion us to that deplorable occurrence. 
Aside from thisif the Fifteenth are transferred to 
another station, the Government would be com 
pelled to pay the expenses of the men who are wit- 
nesses in the case, to Chicago and return. 

The War Departmeat has been very anxious to 
give the Twentieth and Twenty-fourth a change, as 
the Twenty-fourth has been in the Southwestern 
part of the country fora long period. The Twen- 
tieth has also been at its present station for many 
years, and a transfer of this regiment to a warmer 
climate is earnestly advocated. 

All the changes that will be made in General 
Otis’s command, at least for the present, have been 
announced this week. Two companies of infantry 
were ordered to proceed from Fort Sherman to 
Fort Spokane. It was originally the intention to 
transfer but one company to the latter post, but in 
view of the representations made it was thought 
best to make an addition of two companies to the 
force at this fort. It had been decided to order a 
troop of cavalry stationed at Fort Sherman to Fort 
Walla Walla. This decision was reconsidered, how- 
ever, and has now concluded to allow this troop to 
remain where it is until some other disposition of 
it is made. It has been decided to transfer the 
remainder of the infantry at Fort Sidney to Fort 
Plattsburg when the latter post is completed on 
May 1. 








A Boarp of Officers will meet April 28 at the 
Army Building, New York Oity, for the examina- 
tion of lieutenants of the line who desire to be 
transferred to the Ordnance Department. This 
desirable position is open to all lieutenants of the 
line of the Army who have served two years with 
their regiments and are under 30 years of age. 
Application for orders to appear before the board 
are to be made, through military channels, to the 
Adjutant General of the Army. 








Tue War Department has received an intimation 
that 1t will be asked to give permission to one of 
our crack cavalry troops to engage ina cavalry 
competition in England, but no formal request to 
this effect has yet reached it. Whether such per- 
mission will be accorded or not is problematical. 
Until the request reaches the Department it will, 
of course, not be considered. There is some doubt, 
however, as to whether a body of United States 
Cavalry could leave the borders of this country in 
time of peace. In talking with a Department offi- 
cial, he said that he had made some inquiries into 
the matter and found the authorities were averse to 
the invitation being accepted. 





Tue influences chiefly operative in producing 
national wealth, and national greatness, often receive 
less than they deserve of popular attention, which 
is more easily attracted to the display of the talkers 
than of the workers. This is fortunately less so 
than it used to be, and the undue estimate of the 
talent for mere verbal demonstration appears to 
diminish with each generation. The value of the 
work done at Cramps’ shipyard has again been put 
in evidence by the success of the Indianaoolis, and 
it gives proof of industrial development in a direc- 
tion which is obviously of national importance. 
The success of the Messrs. Oramp is no mystery, 
and the head of this house has recently given us 
proof of the mastery of his calling and of a breadth 
and liberality of mind which is very gratifying; first 
in an address before a body of experts in matters con- 
cerning his profession and more recently in answer- 
ing criticisms upon some of our new Navy vessels. 





Our progress toward the control of the sea must 


advance pari vassu with the development of the 
art of shipbuilding, and the man who contributes 
to it is planning for the future not less than for the 
present. It needs only a few years of wise en- 
couragement to give to our shipyards a position of 
control, which, as our past experience has shown, 
when once lost is not easily regained. 








SECRETARY HERBERT this week ordered the con- 
solidation into one command of the naval training 
station, the Naval War College and Torpedu Schoo} 
on Ooaster’s Harbor Island, and the naval torpedo 
station on Goat’s Island, in the harbor of Newport, 
R. I. The command is to be known as the U. 8S. 
Naval Station, Newport, R. I., and will be under 
the command of the senior commanding officer on 
duty at that station. It was only after much con- 
sideration that thisjaction was taken. Secretary 
Herbert believes;that the consolidation will give bet- 
ter results than if the old order of things had been 
continued. 





THE compilation of the Records of the Rebellion 
is about completed, and the last officer who bas 
been engaged on this work has been detached from 
it and ordered to return to his regiment. He is Cap- 
tain Sumner H. Lincoln, of the 10th Infantry. It 
has been troublesome work and its completion is a 
matter of congratulation to Army officials. After 
the close of the warand upto a few years ago the 
Rebellion Records were left lying about the De- 
partment without much oare being bestowed upon 
them to keep them in safety. 








We haveacomplaint from the Marine Barracks 
at Annapolis of an insufficiency of light and heat, 
and our correspondent objects that he car not see to 
read his newspaper, presumably the ARMY AND 
Navy JocRNAL. Our correspondent says: “ { am 
of the opivion that the richest country in the world 
could at least (and I am sure would if the matter was 
properly sifted out) allow us the use of all the gas 
jets in our rooms, and also provide us witb suffi- 
cient steam, for bathing purposes, anyway, if not 
for heating our rooms.”’ 








A Los ANGELEs despatch says: “More than 800 
unemployed men have organized here for the pur- 
pose of joining the army of unemployed from the 
Eastern States in the march to Washington. Gen. 
Frye, who isin command, sent word to the Secre- 
tary of War March 13 regarding the movement of 
the Army—which is expected to number 3,000,000 by 
the time it reaches Washington—and asked him to 
order the issue of rations at various points an to 
provide public transportation.”” He will doubtless 
reply that the transportation fund is sufficiently 
limited for an Army of 25.000, not to speak of one 
of the imperial dimensions named. 








A CORRESPONDENT asks us to point out that one 
grave injury to discipline and steadiness is the con- 
sideration given by the military authorities to re- 
quests for transfer from men who get weary of the 
Infantry and want to go to the Cavalry, then think 
alittle Artillery service would suit them better, 
snd soforth. Hesays: “Before joining the U. 8. 
Army I served seven years inan English Infantry 
regiment, and during that time not one single trane- 
fer took place. There transfere are only made 
when required by the needs of theservice, of which 
the subordinate is not the judge.” 








One of our subscribers, in a letter just received, 
eanys: “It bas been my privilege to read the Jour- 
NAL for upwards of twenty years and [ consider it a 
patriotic missionary, occupying a field almost de- 
serted in these days of money getting and political 
selfishness. Through it the non-military public be- 
comes, in some measure, acquainted with the Ser- 
vices as they really are, not as they are thougbt or 
desired to be by the daily press, which bas set itself 
up as public censor.

Tue surviving members of the 21 Corpsof the 
Army of the Potomac celebrated the 82d birthday 
of their organization in Washington last Tuesday 
evening by a banquet.

This was arranged for at a general 
meeting of the 34 Army corps held in Washington 
last Tuesday eyening. Gen. J. N. Patterson was 
chosen chairman of the Reunion Reception Commit - 
tee and Col. A. H. G@. Richardson of the committees 
on Sociables and printing. 








Tue eccentricities of Colorado’s Populist Gover- 
nor appear to bave thrown the State of Colorado 
into a ferment, and excitement runsespecially bigh 
in Denver, where Brig.-Gen. A. McD. McCook,U. 8. 
Army, commanding the Department of Colorado, 
has been called upon to interpose to preserve the 
public peace with troops from Fort Logan. The 
difficulty arises over a dispute between Governor 
Waite and police department of Denver, Col., as to 
the right of the Governor to remove two members 
of the Police and Fire Board. The deposed mem- 
bers obtained an injunction from the District Court 
to restrain the Governor, with others, from taking 
possession of the office of the Police and Fire Board 
by force. Then after several days’ deliberation the 
Governor decided to ignore the injunction, and so 
issued his order to the militia to take possession 
of the City Hall. The Police armed themselves to 
resist attack, and provided themselves with dyna- 
mite cartridges to strengthen their defence of the 
City Hall. In anewer to the entreaties of a com- 
mittee of citizens Gov. Waite said: “I shall order 
the militia to fire. The people may assassin- 


ate me if they will, but I propose to have 
my way.” This was the situation when 
Gen. McCook was called upon Thursday by the 


Governor fortroops. On their arrival the militia 
were ordered totheir armory. They consisted of 
the lst Regiment C. N. G., and the Chaffee Light Ar- 
tillery with four gatlings. They were prepared for 
an attack when the Governor was persuaded to 
suspend his order. The telegraph reports that 
when Gen. McCook was called upon by the Gover- 
nor be telephoned to the Chief of Police that he 
would aid tbat officer to keep the peace at al) 
hazards. This move was not expected by the Gov- 
ernor, and he saw that he could no longer insist 
upon an attack. 








THE quartermasters of the Departments of the 
Platte and the East have been ordered to furnish 
transportation for the four companies of the 2lst 
Infantry at Fort Sidney, Neb., to Plattsburg, N. Y., 
Junel, The other companies will be transferred as 
soon as the new quarters are completed, it being the 
jntention to make this a regimental post. 





NEW CAVALRY CAP. 


BELIEVING that a large ma- 
jority of cavalry officers de- 
sired to discard the present 
uniform cap for one more suit 
able to mounted service, I 
selected a cap which appeared 
to be most in favor of any 
models shown up to the present 
time, and reqypested an expres- 
sion of opinién from such offi- 
cers ascould be easily reached. 
Criticisms were requested, and [ 
bad a pew cap prepared, and 
aoon after another, which is 
shown in the accompanying picture. I have en- 
fearored, with the professional assistance of Mr. 
H. V. Allien, whose beuse kindly prepared the 
modele, to arrange the dimensions and shape of the 
cap to meet the wisbes of the majority. 

lhe model caps were sent by me to all cavalry 
regimental headquarters, West Point, World’s Fair, 
Jefferson Barracks snd a few neighboring garrisons, 
and all the cfficers were requested to vote and ex- 
press apy opinions they desired. When the models 











and votes were all sent to me,it was found that a 
mwsjority of three-fourths of those voting were in 
favor of the cap. I then notified several posts which 
could be quickly reached, that the majority was 
very large,and suggested thatany who wished to 
withiraw opposing votes could doso. Some de- 
clin d, but s> mary gracefully joined the large ma 
J~ ity that verv nearly 80 per cent. of all cavalry 
officers reacbed now stand on record as favoring the 
pew model cap. This information bas been for- 
warded to the Adjutant General of the Army, with 
the model which is represented in the illustration. 

To secure consideration from any source, it is 
always necessary to have unity of action, and, even 
if the cap does not prove as satisfactory as it is 
hoped it will, the cavalry has shownits ability to 
“get together.” When someone discovers a per- 
fect cap or dress hat let us give a unanimous vote, 
but in the meantime I hope we may bave an oppor-

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


THE re-arrapgement of the Derocratic member- 
ship of the Senate Committee, made necessary by 
tbe resignations of Senators Walthal! and White, 
was made by the Senate on Tuesday. It resulted in 
the selection of Mr. Bate, of Tennessee, for the 
cbairmansbip of the Committeeon Military Affairs, 
for wbich several Senators were candidates. Sena- 
tor Cockrell, of Missouri, was theranking member 
of the Military Committee, but as he is the chair- 
man of the Committee on Appropriations he could 
not succeed to the chairmanship. The vacant place 
on the Committee was filled by the assignment to it 
of Stpator Pasco, ot Fiorida. Senator Pasco served 
in the Confederate Army as a private during the 
late war. He has never manifested any particular 
interest in military affairs since he bas been a mem 
ber of the Senate. but be is regarded as a careful, 
conscientious worker, and he will probably do good 
work on tbe committee. 

Tbe bill granting a pension of $100 per month to 
Martha, widow of the late Msj.-Gen. Ethan Allen 
Hi'chcock, Jate U. S. A., and grandson of Ethan 
Allen, of Reyolutionary fame, has been reported to 
tbe House unfavorably. 

The House Committee on Pensions has reported 
the bill granting @ pension to Cormilia de Pevster 
Black, widow of the late Col. Henry M. Black, U.S. 
Army, With an amendment reducing the pension 
from one hundred dollars per month to fifty dollars 
per month. Mr. Taylor, of [ndiana, submitted a 
mirority report signed by bimself and Mr. Clark, 
of Missouri, in which they argue against the grant- 
ing of special pensions to widows of Regular Army 
and Navy officers. They point out that there are 
several acts of Congress under which Mrs. Black 
Could apply for a pension, and they sayin conclu- 
sion: 

“The distinguished character of the service of 
the soldieris fully understood, but no especially 
urgent necessity or upusual circumstance is ad- 
vanced as good ground upon which to base the pro- 
posed action in the case of the widow. She bas no 
young children to support, and she has some $4,000 
from which to derive an income; and this income 
can be materially increased through an application 
be — Pension Bureau under one of the acts above 
cited. 

“If there is any justice in the granting of these 
large pensions to the widows of Regular Army and 
Navy officers, tothe exclusion of the widowsof the 
volunteer soldiers who lost their lives in defence of 
the Union, the allowance should be made by general 
enactment, and thus relieve Congress of the neces- 
sity for giving time and labor to the consideration 
of bills framed in tbe interest of a favored class.” 

The House on Wednesday passed rhe bill already 
passed by the Senate appropriating $2.000 to relieve 
Brig.-Gen. John R. Brooke from a judgment ob- 
tained against bim in New Mexico for arresting two 
men in the course of his duty. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs submitted 
a favorable report on Wednesday on the bill to re- 
mit to the (‘ramp Shipbuilding Company the penal- 
ties on the Vesuvius, amounting to $39,000. 

Tbe House Commi'tee on Navai Affairs has re- 
ported tavorably a bill to loan the Columbian cara- 
vels to the American Red Cross Association for one 
year. 

The House Military Committee had a hearing 
Friday a'ternoon and beard Messrs, R. J. Fanning 
and J.P. Lockwood in behalf ofan amendment to 
the present retirement law for enlisted men for the 
arm y,and for a measure provteiee for a retired 
list for the enlisted men of the Navy. These two 
gentlemen compose & committee appointed by the 
National Convention of the Army and Navy Union 
last September for the purpose of looking after 
various measures for the benefit of the enlisted men 
ofthe services. They desire the present retirement 
law for enlisted men to have a retirement feature of 
25 years instead of 30 years. They intend seeing 
Chairman Cummings and asking bim to calla meet 
ing of his committee to give them a nearing in rela- 
tion to a measure providing for a retirement law 
for the Navy. Representative Meyers, of the Joint 
Commission, will be seen in relation to the same 
subject. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has 
submitted a favorable report on the bili authoriz- 
ing the payment of $1,396 31 to Capt. Jonn W. Pull- 
map, of the Quartermaster’s Department, in acjust- 
ment of his revised account as certified by the 
Second Auditor of the Treasury to the Second 
Comptroller. 

The House Committee on War Claims has reported 
favorably the bill to pay Saran Upton Edwards, 
executrix of the late Emory Upton, $2,200 as 
additional ration allowance due that officer for 
prior length of service in the Army. 

Tne Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has re- 
ported favorably the bill to authorize the pay ment 
to Rear Admiral Jobn H. Russell, retirea, of the 
higbest pay of his grade. ; 

The provision for a retired list for general service 
clerks and messengers is repesled, and educational 
institutions at which Army officers are detailed as 
instructors are required to furnish quarters for 
such officers. The total appropriation carried by 
the bill is $23,578,284.68, against $24,208,639.75 appro- 
priated last year and $25,342,918 estimated for this 
year, 











The House Committee on Military Affaire com- 
pleted the Army Appropriation bill on Friday, 
though it wil] not be reported to the House before 
next week. The committee carried out the plan of 
reductions beretofore outlined in the JouRNAL. It 
is provided that when a vacaney sball occur the 
pumber of major generals sball be reduced to two, 
one of whom sball have tbe brevet rank, pay and 
allowances of a lieutenant general.

There is to bea gradual reduction of 35 in the 
pumber of officers in the Medical Corps by 8 pro-

90. In the same way there is to be a reduction of 
the number of chaplains to 20, with a provision that 
the administration council at a post where no 
chaplain is stationed is authorized to provide 
religious services at a cost of not more than $1,500 
per year. 

Tbe Nayal Appropriation Bill reported to the 
sub-committee on Fridav, carries $26.000,000, little 
less than the estimates. Provision is mate for new 
machinery for the Chicago and Hartford, and the 
Secretary is given authority to build four torpedo 
boats in place of dynamite cruiser No. 2, and two 
torpedo boats in lieu of the submarine boat.

TRIAL OF THE INDIANA. 


THE preliminary trial of the U.S. battleship Indiana 

in which she made a record of 15.06 koots off the 
Capes of Delaware, is considered unusually satis- 
factory, especially when it is remembered that her 
bo‘tom bas not been painted or cleaned since she 
was Jaunched over ayear ago. Then she drew three 
feet leas than eshe will on ber official trip, her side 
armor. turrets, guns, etc., not being on the vessel 
yet. With her proper weights aboard and a deeper 
immersion, her speed will undoubtedly show a ma- 
terial increase. Mr. E.8. Cramn, in speaking of the 
preliminary trial, said: * The Inditna on this trial 
bat already shown a marked superiority over what 
was to be expected in the class of vessels of which 
she is a representative. Despite her great bread th 
of beam, she was not in the least clumsy, but han- 
dled very easily. Sbe steered finely and turns mag- 
pificently, snd we have every reason to be more 
than satisfied with her performance.” 

The following particulars of tbe trial are given: 

After the Indiana arrived at Five Fathom Light 
two runs were made North and South under patur- 
al draft, the twin screws reaching 116 revolutions 
per minute, and a speed was attained of 14 knots. 
The fires were burning the ordinary Clearfield coal 
and the engines behaved beautifully. Two more 
runs were made over the same course with half an 
inch air pressure in the fire rooms—one half the 
pressure allowed by the contracts, Under these 
conditions the screws reached 118 revolutions, and 
the speed was 148 knots. This was within one fifth 
of a knot of the guarantee of 15. Then the full air 
pressure of one-inch wasturned on, and the [n- 
diana ran twice over the course, reaching a speed 
of 1565 knots, nearly three-quarters of a knot 
above the guarantee. The screws on this 
run made 128 revolutions, and the engine cards 
indicated that a horse-power of 8,000 had been 
reached. These figures give assurance that upon 
the official trial the Indiana will win a good prem- 
ium on speed for her builders. The horse-power to 
be developed upon the official trial will be 9 000, and 
with the advantages of hand-picked coal, clean 
fires, deep water and a straight course, it is fair to 
presume that the speed will be at least 16 knots an 
bour, probablv 1644 knots. in which case the prem- 
1um will be $150.000 The average draught of the 
vessel on the preiiminary trial was,only 21 feet, 
while on the official it will be 24 feet. The official 
trial, it is expected, will take place in about a 
month. 

THE report of the Stability Board on the incline 
tests of the battle ship /ndiana, bas teen received 
by the Navy Department. The report states that 
the Indiana carries all her normal fighting allow- 
ance weights on a draught of 23 ft. 104% inches, 
Tois is 184 inches less draught than that ca:culated 
for ber by ber designer. To immerse the ship to 
ber calculated draught of 24 feet would require 81 
tons of additional weight. ‘t was found on inclin- 
ing the indiana that she had a metacentric height 
of 3 feet 5% inches. This ,oes to prove her stabil- 
itv and agrees almost with the metacentric height, 
5}< inches, calculated for the ship before a rivet was

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ISSIONER BLOUNT! AND THE NAVY 


Ow Feb. 16 the House of Representatives passed a 
resolution calling upon the Secretary of the Navy 
to report “by what authority instructions were is- 
sued placing the armed naval forces of the United 
States under the ordere of Hon. James H. Blount, 
special commissioner to Hawaii, and to furnish 
copies of all orders, directions, instructions, or offi- 
cial suggestions issued by him, or any officer of the 
Navy Department, or of the Navy, since March 4, 
1892, corcerning the use or movements of the armed 
naval forces of the United States atthe Hawaiian 
Islands.” Ina an answer dated March 10 the Secre- 
tary sends his letter of March 11, 1893, to Admiral 
Skerrett, in which occurred the following: 


You will consult freely with Mr. Blount, and will obey 
any instructions you may receive from bim regarding the 
course — pursued at said islands by the force under your 
command, 


The instructions of the State Department to Mr 
Blount are also quoted. They are in part as fol- 
lowe: 


You* sutbority in all matters touching the relations of 
this Government to the existing or utber geoveroments of 
the is'ands, and the protection ot our citizens thera, is 
paramount, and in you elone, acting in co-operation with 
the commander of the navel forces, is veatea full discretion 
and power to determice when such forces should be landed 
or withdrawn. * * 

In the ‘udgment of the President your authoritv, as well 
as that of the commander of the naval forcesin Hawaiian 
waters, should be, and is, limited in the useof pbysical 
force to such measures as are necessary t) protect the per- 
sons and property of our citiz*ns, * * 

Should it be necessary to iacd an armed force upon Ha- 
wailan territory on occasions of popular disturbance, when 
the local authority may be unable to give adequate protec- 
tion to the life and property of citizens of the U ited States, 
the assent of such autbority should first be obtained, if it 
can be done witbout prejudice te the intarests involved. 


Explaining his action the Secretary says: 


1 deem it to be at all times the duty of the naval forces 
of the United States,in matters affec ing our foreigh rela- 
tions,to act in subordination toand in the fu'lest co-operation 
wi'h, the policy of the civil branch of the Goverament, and 
not to teke the initiative in such matters, uale sin accord- 
ance with tbe letter and spirit of such general or sp2cial or- 
ders a8 mey be issued to them by the Secretary of the Navy, 
or when required to do so in cases of special exigency by 
circumstances of such gravity ana urgency as to admit of 
no delay. If the observance of this generai principle is in- 
cumbent upon the naval forces of the United States in their 
relations with our diplomatic representatives io foreign 
countries under ordioary circumstances, it becomes partic- 
ularly important upon ¢ccasions when a direct represeota- 
tive of the President ie coarged with duties of a comopre- 
hensive, delicate and confidential character is sent abroad. 

Believing tbat the »ction taken by the Department in its 
order of March 11, 1893, was not voly proper and necessary 
in ord-r to preclude tne possibility of any misunde stand- 
ing or conflict of autbority which might bave resulted in 
serious embarrassment to American interests, and, further, 
tbat such action was in barmony with established prece- 
dent, I bave to state in response to the direct inquiry con- 
tained in the resolution of the House, as to my authority 

“for issuing the order in question, tbat said ordet was issued 
by autbority of the President, who, by constitutional pro- 
vision, is made commander-iu-chief of the Army and Navy 
of the United States.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Tbe Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department 
received last Wednesday the report of Lieut. N. F. 
Mason, giving tbe results of the test of one of the ex- 
perimental 101¢ inch Harvey ized nickel steel plates, 
manufacturea by the Carnegie Steei Company. Ihe 
plate was the first of its kind ‘urned out by the new 
furnaces of the Carnegie Co. From an 8:n., .35 calibre 
breecbloading rifle two rounds were fired. In the 
first round a charge of 93 4 pounds was used, giving 
a striking velocity of 1,t41 f. s. and a striking energy 


of 5881 ft. tons. A especial projectile of the Car- 
penter make struck the plate, smashing on it, the 
point and part of the o-'val welding into it with a 
penetration of about 33{ inches. The plate was 
sligbtlv dished and cracked throuv> from impact. 
In the second round a charge of 1081¢ pounds was 
used, giving a strikine velocity of 2.009f.s. and a 
strikine energy of 6941 ft. tone. A Holtzer A. P. 
projectile, weighing 250 pounds, which was fired 
smashed upon the plate; its pointand ogival welded 
into it about 6inches. The plate was chipped and 
scaled inarough circle around impact, width of 
zone about 4 inches, depth about half an inch. Back 
bulge was 14 inches. The upper left hand corner of 
the plate was broken off through cracks of first im- 
pact,and barely held by one armor bolt. Four radial 
cracks opened out from thatiwpact This impact 
develope? one narrew through crack, running to 
top of plate. A small through crack developed 
downwards and to right edge, and another down- 
ward and to left to bottom. ‘The other plate of the 
sawe character furnished by this Government will 
be tested with a 10 inch gun next week. 





Under tbe auspices of the Ordnance Department 
of tbe Army a preliminary test cf the “Gruson Min- 
imum Port Gun Carriage’ was made last week at 
Sandy Hook, by firing three rounds from @ 12-inch 
gupD mounted on it. The carrisee was bought by 
the Department from the Krupp Manufacturing Co. 
and is intended to serve as a type for casement car- 
riages. Itissupposed to be mounted in a turret, 
and is called minimum port, as the traversing of it 
only exposes a little of the gun. A complete test of 
it will be made at an early day. 





THE efficiency of the oil furnaces of the Naval 
Ordoance Factory was never better illustrated than 
a few days since during the jacketing of one of the 
new six inch bigh-powered guns. The process took 
but a few minutes and was a complete success. 
No hitch or accident of any sort marred the opera- 
tion, and the gun will be finished up with all prac- 
ticable speed for use on board one of the newer 
ships to be commissioned the coming spring. 

Experiments with electric search lights asa means 
of coast defence will be conductei in abouta month 
at the Sandy Hook Proving Grounds. The experi- 
ments will be made under the supervision of the 
Ordnance Department of the Army, and for the 
purpose of discovering what deeree of light is best 
suited for the purpose desired. The Department re- 
cently purchased the big electric search light, which 
was on exhibition at the World’s Fair. This will be 
mounted in about a month at Sandy Hook, and 
through it the Department officials hope they will 
be able to obtain a good idea of the character of 
light best adapted for the Service. 

Much interest is being manifested in naval circles 
over the test of the first thirteen inch, sixty ton, 
high powdered rifie, at the Indian Head Proving 
Ground. The rifie was constructed atthe Naval 
Gun Foundry in Washirgton. Its trial has been de- 
layed as it was found necessary io order to trans 
port the gun to [Indian Head to build heavy trucks 
especially forthe purpose. Itis the intention of 
the officersin charge of the test to determine the 
power, strength, ease, rapidity of manipulation and 
other characteristics of the gun. Smokeless powder 
of both domestic and foreign manufacture will be 
ueed and the cowparative merits of each will be 
obtained. The date of the test depends wholly upon 
the length of time which will be consumed in mount- 
ing the gun upon the bydraulic carriage, which is 
the invention of Lieut. F. F. Fletcher, of the Navy. 
The carriage was recently tested and found to work 
satisfactorily in every respect. This gun is intended 
as one of tbh~ four which will form the main battery 
of the Indiana, the ship that is undergoing trial. 
The Massachusetts and the Oregon willalso have 
four of there guns projecting from the forward and 
after turrets. 

We anvounced last week that a new model 
sword belt had been sent to Fort Leavenworth for 
trial. The following are some of the views sub- 
mitted to the post adjutant:

“The belt now in use is preferable.’’ 

“The belt is, in my opinion, not at all suitable for 
the requirements of the mounted service.”’ 





As aresult of the tests of barrelsfor the Navy 
small arms, which were concluded on March 9, at 
Newport, the Urdnance Department of the Navy 
has issued the following invitation to inventors to 
submit their designs of a breech clusure magazine, 
to be fitted to the thirty inon barrel, selected by the 
Board conducting the tests: “The Department 
hereby publishes that on Aug. 1, 1894,a Naval Board 
will convene at the Naval Torpedo Station, New- 
port, R. 1., for a test of magazine rifies suitable for 
adoption for the Navy aud Marine Corps. The tests 
will be for the selection of a breech closure magazine 
adapted to the ammunition and the caliore already 
decided upon by the Department and only such 
arms will be considered as are submitted subject to 
tbe specifications and tests laid down in tne ac- 
com panying circular. Persons wisbing to submit arms 
must deliver them to the Inspector of Ordnance at 
Newport,on or before Aug. 1, 1894." Toe accompa ny- 
ing circular is an extremely long paper and any guao 


the Denartment will be a model piece. [t states that 
each rifle must be accompanied by a written agcrees- 
ment from the inventor either to manufacture such 
arms in the United States or to sell the richt to 
manufacture them at stated prices. The small arm 
adopted for the Naval Service and unon which bids 
are required, it continues, is to bave the following 
general characteriatics: Calibre, six millimetres: 
length of barre!, 30 inches; rifling, 6 croover, bullet, 
steel j:cketed, 135 erains weight; cartridge, brass, 
maximu™ capacity, 40 crains riflsite, charged about 
36 grains. The barrels will be suopvlied by the 
Government, rifled but unchambered and with the 
receiver thread uncut. The tests which the arms 
will bave to undergo will be very severe, In the 
firat place they will be tested for safety and general 
action aud for this purpose 40 shots will be fired, 
twenty by the inventor himself or an expert and 
the remainder bv an inexperienced vnerson. An 
endurance test will be followed when 500 continuous 
rounds will be fired without cleaning rhe pieceand 
an examination of the arm will be made at the end 
of each fifty rounds. What theaction of the gun will 
be when discharging d-fective ammunition will be 
ascertained by firing 10 shots, projected alternately 
by good and bad ammunition. The power of theex- 
tractor will also be tested by the use of cartridge 
cases made to stick by resin or some similar material. 
The gun will be excessively obarged and five shots 
fired to discover its strength. To gauge its rapidity 
aud accuracy asa magazine gun, 20shots will be 
fired from the shoulder. in this latter test only the 
hits will be counted. There will also be tests of the 
piece in reference to its power tostand dust and 
rust. The circulars were prepared by the small arms 
Board, which tested the barrel for the new piece 
at Newport, and were approved by Secretary 
Herbert, The Board is composed of Comdr, George 
A. Converse, senior member: Capt. George C. Raid, 
U. 8. Marine Corps, Phillip R Alger, Professor U.S. 
Navv, and Mosign A. C. Dieffenback. The report 
of the barre! tests shows that the Board fixes the 
weight of rifisite best adapted for the gun and 
cartridge at 36 grains. Thia charge cives as a mean 
of thirty shots a velocity of 2,454 f. #/, at 60 feet from 
the muzzle and a maximum pressure from a mean 
of 30 other shots of 44000 pounds per square inch. 
Two lengths of barre! 30 and 29 inches respectively 
were tried, resulting in the adoption of the former. 
Appended to the report is a recommendation that a 
bayonet or koife of a sword pattern be used for the 
gun. The report states that it is the opinion of the 
Board thata minimum time of four months from 
the receipt of the circular will be necessary for the 
development of designs by inventors and Aug. 1 
~ i +: —  acmommees as the date for the beginning 
° 6 test. 





After many vexatious delays, the 13-inch gun has 
at last been received at the Indian Head Proving 
Grounds. Two hours of last Tuesday were consumed 
in the operation. The gun was swung on to thesteel 
trucks, built especially for the purpose, by means 
of the huge cranes, and was then hauled on board 
the steel scow of the Government. A good deal of 
trouble was experienced in landing the huge piece 
at Indian Head, although only ashbort forty minutes 
were consumed in this work. The gun will be 
mounted on an hydraulic carriage,a new invention, 
during the week, and the test of the piece, which 
bas been so long deferred, will probably occur 
either next Tuesday or Wednesday. The gun will 
fire a 110 pound projectile and toattain the required 
velocity of 2,100 f. 8. will have to be chargea with 
about 550 pounds of powder. On this latter point 
there is some doubt, and it is the intention of the 
Ordnance Department to find out exactly what 
amount of powder will be required to obtain sucha 
velocity. Tests will also be made forthe amount 
of powder that must be expended for the reduced 
charge, a charge that must givea velocity of 1,700f. 8. 





The Ordnance Department has received the re- 
port of Maj. Wm. F. Randolph, commanding the 
81 Artillery at Fort Riley, Kas, showing the results 
of the annual target practice of his command for 
the year 1893. He aleoreports the effect of twelve 
shots by Co. F, of tne 2d Artillery, with reduced 
charges. As none of the officers of his command, 
be reports, had a practical knowledge of the use of 
the new shrapnel, he found it essential to proper 
instruction and to ascertain the effect of the ehote, 
to erect three of the regulation land ta~gets, placed 
end to end, making one target sixty feet lonz, upon 
which 24 silbouette pictures were fastened. The 
firing was divided into koown and unkoown dis- 
tances, at virible and known distances, and at in- 
visible targets. For vhe latter practice three regu - 
lation land targets were placed in echelon at 25 
yards distances. iswelve shots fired by Light Bat- 
tery F with charge of powder reduced to one pound 
six and one-balf ounces showed the effect of indi- 
rect fire upon troops under cover. At the close of 
the shrappvel firing, the report continues, the non- 
commissioned officers fired at unknown distances 
with base percussion shells. Some slight irregular 
ities were observed in the time of burning of the 
fuzes. This was due, it is thought, to faulty ocut- 
ting. Maj. Randolph recommends that the fuzes be 
reduced to one-tenth of asecond. The cylindrical 
body of oneof the shrapnels was found after it had 
been fired. it was not entirely fractured by the 
bursting charge, but bad merely split along a por- 
tion of oneof the longitudinal lines of weakness, A!- 
together the practice wag very satisfactory, but Ms}. 
Randolph believes that his command sbould be fur- 
nished with a larger quantity of ammunition in or- 
der to give it an opportunity to get more practice, 





The Ordnance Department of the Army is mak- 
ing preparations for a test of armor piercive shells, 
which will take place at the Sandy Hook Proving 
Grounds within ths pext week ortwo. The Car 

enter Works bave furnished a quantity of twelve 
neb projectiles for the test, and it was expected 
tbat they would bave been given a trial during the 
past week. Owing to the failure of the armor plate 
to reach the grounds, the test had to be deferred. 
The plate will be -—y] in position, however, 
sbort)y, and the trial will then take place. The 
Sterling Steel Company, of Pittsburg, and the Mid- 
vale Steel Company, bave also supplied several 
twelve inch projectiles for test. All these shells 
weigh one thousand unds, and are intended for

NEW YORK MARKSMAN'S BADGE. 


In some criticisms upon the marksmen medals for 
the National Guard of New York, the Sunday Mer- 
cury informs us that besides being considerea ugly, 
they are of “ poor workmanship.” It 18 also stated 
that “tbe beautiful so-called brorze medal is noth- 
ing more tban braes, with a thin coating of bronze, 
and a very thin coating at that.” 

The constituents of bronze and brass are so nearly 
the same, that there is little difference in their 
relative values, and it is dificult to understand the 
motive for putting “athin coating of bronze” on 
a brass medal, if it were possble to do so. The 
medal in question is not, however, of brass, but is 
of a very higb quality of bronze, as we learn on in- 
quiring trou Mesers. Tiffany and Uo., the manufac 
turers, whose reputation is such as to forbid the 
suspicion of negligent work. They are, indeed, the 
very Gibraltar of taste, knowledge, ekill, and credit. 
The composition of the metal of which the medals 
are manufactured is as follows: Refined Lake Su- 
perior copper 416 parts, Filesia spelter (zinc) 51 
parts, purified tin 16 parts. 

What the objetor has rubbed off of his medal 
apparently is not a thin coating of bronzes, but the 
sott color which was added in imitation of the an- 
tique medals that have been mellowed by time. It 
is this treatment for color that bas been mistaken 
for a “thin coating of bronze.” 

Tiffany and Co. were at some trouble and ex- 

ense to produce the color, but it appears to have 
4 a labor wasted upon the uninstructed, who 
bave perbaps polished their medals to match their 
shining brass belt plates. 

The conception of the medal and its realization 
in metal is, among the well informed, allowed to be 
excellent. Gov. Flower, Commander-in-Chief, 
Gen. Whitlock, General Inspector of Rifie Practice, 
and other officers of the Governor's staff, to whom 
the design was submitted before the dies were bard- 
ened, carefully inspected and accepted the work as 
a serious, dignified, appropriate emblem, and so it 
stands before every one whose ideality enabies them 
to feel the significancy of a medal, apart from the 
intrinsic value of the metal, from which it is 
struck. : 

That there were narrow limitations as to price in 
making these medals should not be forgotten. 
When the weight of metal employed, the fice mod- 
eling of the surmounting eagle, the hfe and ex 
pression thrown into the encircling wreath, is con- 
sidered, it is surprising that so excellent a medal 
could be produced for the money. Though the es- 
timate for the medal included but a single die eight 
were stricken to ensure equal sharpness of outline 
in all of the medals. 

Mr. Paulding Farnbam, chief designer for Tiffany 
and Uo., who made the design for this marksmen’s 
medal, stands very easily in the first rank of ar 
tists in this line. 7 

The idea was to make a medal embodying at least 
three soldierly characteristice; truth, earnestness 
and diznity. 

Tbe character of the work is shown by the fact 
that out of about 9,000 delivered, not more than ten 
bave thus far been returned for repairs 

The weight of opinion isthat the marksmen’s 
medal is artistically conceived, well constructed, 
fitted to its use, dignified and appropriate. It jus- 
tifies the judgment ef Gov. Flower, Gen. Whitlock 
and others of the staff who accepted the design, it 
is a credit ro Mr. Furnham. the designer, and to the 
Messrs. Tiffany, the makers. This much it would 
seem proper to say for the comfort of those who 
have won these medals at the butts. It is ignorance 
and not good taste that criticises them.

Every detail in connection with the review and 
reception to be beld at the armory on March 29 has 
been arranged forin the most perfect manover, and 
although some 15,000 people at least will be present, 
the arrangements are such as to preclude any con- 
fusion or accident.

North Carolina.—Ad¢jt..Gen. Cameron bas promulgeted 
the act estabiisbiog @ naval battalion of the North Carolina 
State Guard, which is to consist of not more than eight di- 
visions, divided into not more than two battalions, each 
communded by acommander, witha lievtenant-commander 
as executive officer, and a lieutenant as navigator and ord- 
nanceofiicer. A battalion of less than four divisions sball 
be commanded by a lieutenant commander, with a lieuten- 
fot as executive officer, navigator and ordnance officer. 
Each division shall be commanded by a lieutenant, and sha!! 
contain one lieutenant, juoior grade, one ensign nd 36 
petty officers and enlisted men as a minimug, and 75 petty 
officers and enlisted men asa maximum. To each division 
there may ais» be addea eight others who sba!! have a prac- 
tical knowledge of electricity,or of the management of 
steam machinery. The commandinog officer of each battal- 
ion shall bave power to appoint a staff. The system of dis- 
cipline sbeli conform generally to that of the Navy of the 
U. 3., and as closely to that of the land forces of this State 
as the differences in the two Services will allow. 

The A. G. on March 10 announced that the divisions of the 
Naval Battalion bave the sa me rights with reference to the 
anoual appropriation of $250 as the other companies of the 
State Guard. Hereafter tois appropriation will be distri- 
buted in December of each year to such com panies and di- 
visions as comply with ihe laws and regulations and are re- 
commended by the Inspector General.

LEGISLATION AT ALBANY. 
ALBANY, March 7, 1894. 


A NUMBER Of appropriations for armories of the Nationa! 
Guard bave been introduced in the Legislature since the 
jast letter in this correspondence was printed, They are as 
follows: Auburn, $28,009 for buying additional land and 
enlarging the drijl room; Walton, foc land and re- 
pairing and reconstructing the buiuding; Binehamton, 
$15,000 to complete repairs; 47°h Regiment, $300,000 for en- 
largiog the drill room ; Coboes, $6000 tor cumpletion ; 231 
Regiment (at the expense of the City of B-ooklyn), $25,000 
for completion. An appropriation of $3 000 has been iatro- 
duced for the expenses of sucn.battery of. the National 
Guard as the adjutant-general may order intocampor upon 
the march for ficld exercises during the present year. An- 
other bili discharges Erie County from liability to the State 
for the expenses of the National Guard on account of the 
strike in 1892. 

Two bilis seek to amend the Military Code, The firs: ex- 
tends the provisions of section 17 to troops and batteries, 
and section 60 to the same and seoaratecompanies The sec: 
ond amends section 120 so that “Each entisted man who has 


served a fuil term ot enlistment snail be entitied to addi- . 


tions] pay at the rate of twenty-five cents per day during 
the second five years of bis service aud a furtberadditionot 
twenty-five cents per day for each succeeding five years of 
service; also providing that woea on duty or assembled 
therefor in case of riot, tumult, breach of peace, insurrec- 
tion or invasion, or whenever called in aid of the civil au- 
thorities, commissioned officers shall be entitled to and 
shall receive, the same pay and allowxncea as Commissioned 
officers of the Reguiar Army of the U vited States of equal 
grade and term of service.” Section 123 is amended so raat 
the treasurer of a county, or the Comptroller of New York 
City, must issue certificates of indebtedness, if necessary, to 
pay for the subsistence and transportation of the National 
Guard when called in aid of the civil authorities. 

An amendment to the charter of the Soldiers’ Home,’ at 
Batb, seeks to open that institution to the wives, widows 
and dependent mothers of soldiers and sailors, and to make 
six adgitional trustees, of whom two shall be women. An- 
o'ber bili laysa fioe or imprisonment, or both, on anyore 
who wears unlawiully the badge of the Union Veterans’ 
Legion. Ao appropriation of $2500 is asked for a monu- 
ment to tne 9th N. Y. Regiment at Antietam, ani $31.000 to 
complete a similar work at Chattanooga, Lookvut Muun- 
tain aod Missionary Rivge. 

Tue heroes of the Kevolutionary War also come in for a 
share. An appropriation of $25,000 is asked forthe erection 
of a statue to Gen. Steuben, io tsath, Steuben County; also 
one ot $2,500 for the mvunument to Gen. Herkimer in Her- 
kimer Cuouaty. Another biil authorizes the City of New 
York to erect a monument ip Battery Park in honor ot the 
evacuation by the Britisn in 1783.

CONNECTICUTT. 


We have received a copy of the annual report of Adit. 
Gen. Bradley, of Connecticut, for the year ending Nov. 50, 
1898. The strength of the National Guard is 2,759 officers 
and men, 9 pet loss of 17 during the year. The services of 
Capt. W. H. C. Bowen, 5th OU. 8, Infantry, are commended, 
and “it was with revret,” says Gen. Bradley, “that the 
Connecticut National Guard jearned of the termination of 
his detailon June 26 iast. If itis to be the policy of the 
War Department to cancel details, and order regular offi- 
cers to their posts on such sbort notice,and when they are 
in tbe midst cf important work for the State, as was the 
case witb Capt. Bowen, it will havea tendency to discour- 
age States trom asking, or accepting even,tbe services of 
Regular Army officers in connection witb their Nations! 
Guards.”” The totel experses of the National Guard for 
tbe year ending Sept. 30. 1893, were $133,910.93, or about $49 
per capita. In conciusion Gen. Braaley says: * I deem it 
only fair to say that, in my opinion, no National Guard in 
tbe Union bas more competent, experienced and zealous 
officers than that of Connecticut.”
